Rev. Father Calmer Passed 
Peacefully Away. 


FAMOUS AS. A LECTURER 


MEMBER OF ST. LOUIS UNI- 
VERSITY FACULTY. 


He Had Been Ill Several Weeks, but 
a Fatal Termination Was Not An- 


ticipated Until Within the 
Past Three Days. 


Rev. Father Calmer, one of the most dis- 
tinguished and learned Jesuit priests in the 
United States and for many years a promi- 
nent member of the faculty of St. Lonis 
University, died at the university at 7:30 
o'clock Monday morning. 

Father Calmer had been fn ill health al- 
most two years and confined to his bed for 
the last two weeks. He was attended in his 
last iliness by Drs. Bryson, Smith and 
Kane. They informed the other priests at 
the university last Wednesday that Father 
Calmer’s case was hopeless and his death

11, 1863. He taught ph.losophy and rethoric 
at the Jesuit universities in St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati and Milwaukee until three years 
ago, when his failing health forced him to 
relingu sh his class duties. 

For the last three years he has devoted 
his time to lecturing and missionary work. 
His sermons were heard and read by thou- 
sands and Ins lectures at St. Xavier's 
Church during the past two years attract- 
ed great attention in non-catholic circles as 
well as catholic. ' 

Father Calmer at the time of his death 
was director of the St. Louis University 
Young Men’s Sodality, of which some of 
St. Louis’ best known citizens are honorary 
members. Father Calmer's parents died 
many years ago.

or even longer. 
may appear hopeless, our 
armies may be decimated, our friends may 
become lukewarm, but our people will 
never cease struggling, they will never lay 
down their arms until our liberties are 
won and our freedom is assured. Hun- 
dreds of our people have lost their lives, 
all of us have lost our properties, our 
farms have been destroyed, our flocks and 
herds confisacted, and many of us have 
been driven thousands of miles from our 
wives and children, but these things we 
willingly bear, for we are confident that 
we shall be triumphant in the end. 
Your American forefathers fought for 
several years without gaining any import- 
ant victories, and in Europe their cause 
was considered just as hopeless as many 
Americans and European now regard ours, 
but the time came, 
men who knew no surrender, when they 
astonished the world by victories which 
led to the founding of the great republic 
which now is my refuge. 


De Wet Another 
Washington. 


A great cause does not hinge upon one 
man’s life, any more than one man can win 
a war. De Wet, I say, is the Washington 
of South Africa; if misfortune should over- 
take him there are Judge Herzog, Frone- 
man and Hassenbroek, as capable generals 
as he, ready to take his place. 

When I say that the Boers will win this 
war I mean that they will win it without 
any foreign assistance. Mediation or inter- 
ference we never expected to receive, 
though the former would have been wel- 
comed, naturally. 
fight, fight, fight. We must fight until our 
present enemy grants us independence or 
until not one of us is left a.ive to demand 
it. These are not only my own sentiments; 
they are shared by every burgher who is 
among the 18,000 or 20,000 Boers now in the 
field. 

When I bade good-by to Gen. De Wet in 
the Free State in September he said to me: 
“If you hear that I have surrendered, deny 
it. I will never surrender; I will fight as 
Jong as one man stands by me.”’ 

President Steyn—that noble patriot—said 
to me on Sept. 15, as I left him near Komati 
Poort: “‘You may tell the American friends 
of our cause that as long as I live I shall 
defend the cause.. We will continue this 
fight untii we win.” 

That is the spirit which animates the 
entire army, from the youngest boy in the 
ranks to the oldest grandfather who car.

countries. The claims number 1615. They 
cover 149,288,134 square meters of territory, 
and are scattered through the minor 
gions of the archipelago.

LAST YEAR'S RECORD 10,020 


The SGOOth Burial Permit Was Issued 
Monday and No Great Increase is 
Anticipated. 


From the indications furnished by the 
present records of the Health Departmcnt 
the total number of deaths in St. Louis {n 
1900 will fall slightly below the number re- 
corded in 1899, which was the largest in the 
history of the city. 

Dr. Thomas M. Reber, mortuary clerk, 
issued the 9600th burial permit of the year a 
few minutes before noon Monday. He es- 
timates that the total number for the year 
will be between 9800 and 9900. Not unless 
@n unusual increase sets in during the 
next few days can the record of last year, 
10,020 deaths, be equaled. 

The report of last week’s deaths, pre- 

ed Monday by Dr. Reber, shows that 28 
eaths from noneumonia occurred during the 
week. his is considered as closely con- 
nected with the prevalence of the grip, 
which is becoming widespread. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff saide Mon- 
day that, while the number of grip cases 
is very large at this time, the disease is not 
much more prevalent than in past winter 
seasons, but ihat more people than former- 
ly have recognized the necessity of medical 
attendance and have consulted physicians. 

During 1899 St. Louisans died at the rate 
of 27 a day. 

For 1900 the average is three less, or 24 
a day.

HITCHCOCK TO REMAIN IN IN- 
TERIOR DEPARTMENT. 


IN ST. LOUIS FOR THE HOLIDAYS 


He Will Be Tendered a Reception Next 
Wednesday Night by the oat. Louis 
Republican Club. 


Ethan Allen Hitchcock, secretary of the 
Interior in the cabinet of President Me- 
Kinley, is spending a portion of the holl- 
days in St. Louis, with his wife and two 
unmarried daughters. They are the guests 
of the secretary’s daughter and son-in- 
law, Mr. and Mrs, John F. Shepley, @ Van- 
deventer Place. 

Secretary Hitchcock arrived several hours 
late Saturday night and went direct to his 
daughter’s home. He will remain in 8t. 
Louis until Friday. On Wednesday even- 
ing he will be tendered an informai recep- 
tiqgn by the St. Louis Republican Club, in 
their headquarters at the old Pastime Club 
hall on Vandeventer avenue. 

Secretary Hitchcock positively denies the 
report sent out from New York that he con- 
templated resigning from the president's 
cabinet. He declared that President McKine 
ley, on being re-elected, invited all the 
members of his official household to remain 
and that all promised to do so except At- 
torney-General Griggs, who presented 
strong reasons In support of his determina- 
tion to retire and attend to.his large pri- 
vate interests. Mr. Hitchcock says he is 
not surprised at the circulation of the 
story of his alleged prospective resignation,
